F or  the  information  of  those  applying  for  rewards  for  aiding,  by  the 
communication  of  information,  or  by  personal  services,  in  the  detection, 
arrest,  or  conviction  of  parties  guilty  of  counterfeiting  Treasury  Notes 
or  other  United  States  securities,  I have  thought  proper  to  prepare  the 
following  statement  of  what  the  applications  will  be  required  to  contain : 

If  the  reward  sought  be  for  the  actual  arrest  and  conviction  of  a 
party,  the  application  wdll  be  required  to  set  forth — 

1.. . The  position  of  the  applicant,  Avhether  an  oflBcer,  independent  de- 
tective, or  simple  citizen. 

11.. . The  name  of  the  party  convicted. 

111.. . The  time  when  the  attention  of  the  applicant  was  first  called  to 
the  case;  w'hat  his  information  was,  and  what  the  source  from  which  it 
was  derived. 

IV. .. How  long  he  was  engaged  in  pursuing  the  party;  what  steps  he 
took,  and  who  aided  him,  or  in  any  way  assisted  in  bringing  the  offender 
to  justice. 

V. ..What  expense  the  applicant  incurred,  and  in  what  manner;  stating 
fully  the  persons  to  whom  payments  have  been  mude,  and  for  what. 

VI. .. The  offense  of  which  the  party  was  convicted,  and  the  sentence 
of  the  Court. 

VII. .. What  presses,  dies,  plates,  paper,  ink,  or  other  implements  or 
material  of  counterfeiting,  and  what  counterfeit  money  or  other  securi- 
ties, were  seized,  and  what  disposition  has  been  made  of  them. 

VII... What  compensation  the  applicant  has  received  for  the  service, 
and  from  Avhom,  and  what  compensation  he  may  he  entitled  to  therefor, 
otherwise  than  from  the  United  States. 
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IX... Who  were  the  accomplices  of  the  convict,  if  he  had  any;  and, 
generally,  all  that  the  applicant  knows  of  their  connection  with  counter- 
feiting, and  of  their  present  whereabouts. 

If  the  reward  be  for  furnishing  information  merely,  or  for  any  service 
not  resulting  in  the  conviction  of  the  guilty  party,  the  application  will 
be  required  to  conform  to  the  foregoing  requirements  so  far  as  they  are 
applicable. 

All  applications  should  be  accompanied  by  vouchers  for  any  expendi- 
tures claimed  to  have  been  made,  and  by  the  afiidavit  of  the  applicant 
that  they  have  actually  been  incurred. 

There  should  also  be  a certificate  of  the  Judge,  of  the  District  Attorney, 
or  other  prosecuting  officer  of  the  proper  Court,  and  of  the  Marshal  or 
Sheriflf  of  the  District  where  the  trial,  if  any  has  been  had,  took  place, 
to  the  substantial  correctness  of  the  statements  made  in  the  application. 

All  counterfeit  money  or  other  securities,  and  all  counterfeiting  imple- 
ments and  material,  remaining  under  the  control  of  the  applicant,  will 
be  required  to  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  this  office.
